SENATOR LOGAN again claimed and held 
the attention of the Senate yesterday while 
he delivered a powerful three-hours’ speech 
in opposition to the Fitz John Porter bill, 
Referring to Gen. Grant’s change of front on 
the question he read a letter from Gen. Pope 
to Gen. Grant written in 1874, in which Pope 
directed the President to the new evidence 
which Porter claimed to have obtained, and 
recommended that if the President thought it 
proper a new inquiry should be held. To 
this President Grant replied that he had 
read the testimony, conld not see that 
ay new facts had been brought out, and 
was doubtful whether the Executive had the 
power to order a new trial. Senator Logan 
said that it would- have been impossible to 
crowd more than 950 wagons inwo the road 
which Porter claimed was obstructed by 
2,000. He showed also that from Aug. 27 
untii 3a, m.on Aug, 30 Porter did not obey 
a single order given him by either Pope or 
McDowell, and that with 12,000 infantry un- 
der his command he allowed a single brigade 
of cavairy to block bis way. Porter oceu- 
pied « seat in the gallery during a part of the 
day, but left when the sturdy Logan de- 
clared that it a volunteer officer had acted as 
Perter did he would have been driven from

ENORMOUS BETTING ON FUTURE PRICES. 

One of the difficulties in the way of ac- 
curately gaging the effect on prices and so 
on the welfare of the people of that com- 
paratively modern institution, the produce 
exchange, with its preéminently modern fa- 
‘cilities for colossa! speculation, has been the 
lack of definit information as to how much 
of the business done was speculative and 
how much real. Thisis furnished for the 
Ohicago Board of Trade for the first time in 
a careful calculawon made in our annual 
review. 

It is shown that tho purely speculative 
dealings here amounted to the enormous 
sum last year of $2,900,000,000, or more than 
Jifteen times the value of the grain and meat 
received, including the}pork product manu- 
factured in city. Corresponding figures 
for the. New York Cotton and Produce. Ex- 
changes are fortunately made accessible, for 
the first time also, by the Legislative investi- 
gation into corners. Secretary Moore, of 
the Cotton Exchahge, testified that between 
May, 1881, and May, 1882, the “future ” sales 
on the exchange were 32,706,000 bales, which 
was more than six times the whole cot- 
ton crop of the country, and thirty times 
more than the actual cotton sold in 
New York. Mr. EB. H. Walker, statistician 
ot the Produce Exchange, gave figures 
proving that every bushel of grain 
that came to New York was sold 
twenty times over; that the sales 
greatly exceeded the entire crop of the coun- 
try, and that the speculative gambling buei- 
ness was nine times the actual. Only 11 per 
cent of the actuaf business was not betting 
on futures. The sad fact revealed by tliese 
figures that our Board of Trade “boys” are 
much more furivus gamblers and speculators 
than the New-Yorkers, who only “go” the 
crops 900 per cent better against our 1,500 per 
cent, is the least important news to be got 
out of these statistics... It is evident thatif 
the speculators have the money and facilities 
to turn over the whole American cotton crop 
six times in a@ year, or the wheat crop fifteen 
times, itis an easy thing for them by com- 
bination to control the marketable surplus of 
a crop, and sotodictate the prices of food to 
the world. 

This explains: the increasing tendency to 
corners on these boards, and makes it cer- 
tain that the growth of capital and specu- 
lative facilities will accelerate this tendency. 
By the apparatus of the exchange it is now 
possible almost in one day for a syndicate to 
obtain speciilative possession of a whole 
crop, and to insist that it all be delivered to 
them within an impossible time, under a ru- 
inous penalty, or to patit out of reach and 
then demand an impossible delivery under a 
ruinous penaity. ‘They ean make a football 
of any price they choose, kicking it up and 
kieking it down, and doing as much harm 
by artificial declines as by artificiai rises. 

Here is the anomaly. Speculative wheat 
and speculative cotton can be grown on the 
exchanges from six to fifteen times as fast as 
in the fields, and the speculative wheat and 
cotton fix the price of that raised by; the 
sweat of the brow. The telégraph and the ex-

They enable new men with new forces to 
overlay the agriculture.of the farmer with 
an agricultute of prices that is vastly more 
profitable than the old-fashioned-kind of till- 
eae.

The produee and stock exchanges are 
working out their results a great deal more 
rapidly than the people are thinking them 
gut.

If 
these wrongs cannot be righted through the 
courts of justice the public will demand 
some more active interference by the Legis- 
lature, and this will plunge us into a maze of 
socialistic legislation which no one can look 
forward to without apprehension of the 
gravest kind.

PRESIDENTIAL AND OONGRESSIONAL 
| TERMS. 


Tue Tapune has advices from Washing- 
ton to the effect that Mr. Springer intends to 
submit the proposed changes in the election 
of. President and Congress In two sepa- 
rate amendments. In one of them it wil! be 
proposed so elect the President for a term of 
six years, making him ineligible t6 a reflec- 
tion for the next ensuing term, and to elect 
the House of Representatives once every 
three years, making the Congressional term 
begin with the January following the elec- 
tion, ‘The other amendment will incorporate 
Mr. Springer’s plan, afready fully explained 
in Toe Trisunxe,for doing away with the 
Electoral College and giving toeach Presi- 
dential candidate a number of votes in every 
State corresponding to the proportion of the 
popular votecast.. The separate submission of 
these two amendments will enable Con¢ress 
to agree to one Without the other. Itis high- 
ly desirable that this opportunity shall be af- 
forded, for it is very possible that a constitu- 
tional amendment can be passed throuch 
Congress and can subsequently obtain the 


approval of the States providing for an éx-. 


tension of the Presidential and Con onal 
terms which would fail if attached an- 
other scheme for a radical change in the 
method of electing a President. There is 
nothing naturally in common between the 
two propositions, and the warmest advocates 
of the one might abandon it rather than as- 
sent to the other. 

The extension of the Presidential term to 
six years under the condition that the incum- 
bent shall not be eligible to re@lection except 
after an interval of one term has long been 
felt to be one of the surest guarantees that 
may be adopted for civil-service reform, 
Such achange would probably accomplish 
more to bring about a divorcement between 
the civil service and partisan control 
than the adoption of a dozen such bills 
as that which has passed the Senate. The 
character and efficiency of tne civil service is 
mainly determined by the President, who is 
vested by Constitution with the appoint- 
ing power, and who calls about him and se- 
lects as the heads of the departments the 
men who give direction to the practical ad- 
ministration of Government affairs. Under 
the present system—a short Presidential 
term with the privilege of reé@lection—every 
incumbent of the office of Chief Magistrate 
is naturally tempted to intrigue for reélec- 
tion and to prostitute the vast patronage at 
his command in order to further his embi- 
tion, This practice has become the more 
common because it has reveived the tacit in- 
dorsement of the people—to the extent at 
least that it is not regarded as disgraceful or 
reprehensible. At the same time it is felt 
universally that the manipulation of the 
Government patronage in the interest of a 
President seeking re@lection is injurions to 
the business interests of the Government a1 
demoralizing to American politics, But this 
ishotall. The same motive which prompts 
a President who hopes fur re@lection to use 
the offices for his own ends prompts all the 
other public men whose eyes are fastened on 
the office of President to organize and in- 
trigue against the incumbent. As a rile 

there is not only an Administration and anti- 

Administration party, but also an Adminis- 
tration and anti-Administration faction with- 
in the party which elected the President, and 
frequentiy there are several factions in and 
about the National Administration, which, 
pulling in different dirécuons with selfish pur- 
poses, cannot fall toimpatr and weaken the 
administration of alfairs..1f>the hope and 
éxpectation of a second term were shut off 
from every President by cotistitutional inhi- 
bition, all this intrigne would die out for 
lack of reason,and the ruling motive of 
évery President would be to. main- 
tain. the civil service at the highest 
possible efficiency; changes of a mere- 
ly partisan, personal, or experimental 
éharacter would be avoided as likely to in- 
jure the public service. The common aim of 
every President would be to leave to his suc- 
cessor an improved condition of public affairs, 
and the very men who would seek to under- 
mine the Administration asa means to de- 
feat the President for re@lection would be 
eager to sustain and assist him when reélec- 
tion should be forbidden by law. 

The proposed change in the term of Con- 
gress is almost necessary to the realization of 
the advantages expected from the cliange in 
the Prediduntial term. The scheme contem- 
plates the inauguration of the new Congress 
iu. January following its election. This 
would enable it to get to work under the im- 
pulse of the popular instructions at the late 
élection, instead of waiting, as now, some 
thirteen months after the voice of the people 
has been hieard.. Under the present system, 
more than one-half the term of a 
Congressman expires before he takes his 
seat if: he is -a new member, and the 
work for reGlection begins before he has had 
time to familiarize himself with the duties 
and responsibilities of a Congressional ca- 
reer. Under Mr. Springer’s plan the Con- 
gressman elected in November will take his 
seat in the following January, and thus serve 
three full sessions before appealing to his 
constitaency for re®iection; this gives ample 
time for testing the capacity and character 
of every meniber. . It is of the highest im- 

ice, too, that the term of Congress un-

GERMANY ON GAMBETTA. 

A little less than a year &g0 Gen. Skobe- 
leff, the dashing Russian General and the 
brilliant hero of Plevna, suddenly died, He 
was a hater of Germany and the recognized 
leader of the Slavs, and the dream of his life 
had been the construction. of @ vast Siavic 
empire which should unite all the peoples 


of that race and dominate Eastern Europe. - 


Rash, impulsive, and bombastic as he was, 


‘Germany feared him, and the hot-headed 


speeches which he madein his cups pro- 
duced such an excitement among the Ger- 
man people’ and consternation among their 
rulers that upon the demandof Prince Bis- 
marck the Czar of Russia publicly disayowed 
his sentiments and censured the speaker. 
Germany feared even this shadow of a 
menace from. Skobeleff though his  deéc- 
larations were uninspired and unauthor- 
ized. They feared the effect they might 
have upon the Russian people and the 
Slavs of Austria. Her armies were as large 
as ever, but her great Generals had disap- 
peared. Manteuffel was dead and Von 
Moltke, the brains of her military force, the 
head which planned and executed the cain- 
paign against Fratce, had retired, and only 
the Crown Prince would have been 
have faced Russia on the one side. She drew 
a breath of relief when Skobeiefl and his 
brifiiant companion is arts, Kauffmann, 
died. One danger was removed, 

Another danger at the same time on- 
fronted her on the other side. Skobeleff did 
not hate Germany as cordially as Gambetta. 
The jatter had-been the sou! of resistance to 
her in’ 1870, and out of the ruins of war he 
had built up: a Republic which paid off its 
war indemnity, and then cherished its sclieme 
of revenge, only waiting the opprtunity. 
So long as Ganibetta lived this scheme 
of revenge was alive. When he died 
that danger was lessened, and Germany and 
Austria now stand upon a more even footing 
as regards Russia and France, She. has 
drawn another breath of relief, and the press 
of the Empire does not care to conceal its 
great satisfaction that this source of danger 
is removed. The National Zeitung says: 
“Germany has lest. her greatest enemy. 
Gambetta knew his reputation in the future 
was bound up with a war of revenge, and 
his whole energy ‘was directed in preparing 
therefor. He thay be said to have consti- 
tuted himself a permanent danger to the 
peace of Europe,” The Tageblatt still more 
plainly and frankly declares: “ The man of 
uncompromising Tevenge is dead. His de- 
cease affordsus better security for peace than 
any sort of an alliance. His grandly-consti- 
tuted character commanded a certain respect 

even from his engmies, but now there is no 
necessity to conoeal the fact that the peace of 
Europe appears te be more lastingly secured 
than for a long time.”’ 

The Tageblatt is unquestionably right In its 
assumption that the death of Gambetta is a 
more certain guaranty of peace than any al- 
liance. Neither Russia nor France, separate- 
ly or together, is nowin any condition for 
war with Germany and Aistria, and their 
vast armies will lie idle until néw men come 
to the front, urged on by new emergengies. 
The hope of France, the only remedies for 
her present distracted condition, are rest 
and peace, and with Gambetta dead there is 
more chance for quiet than. with Gambetta 
alive, cherishing revenge and inspiring 
Frenchmen with the same desperate feeling. 
It will be difficult to fill Gambetta’s place as 
a Republican leader, but-so long as the Ke- 
public is quiet and at peace it needs no 
leader. When the emergency comes the 
ne ns usually comes with it. 


\J TAXATION AND WAGES. : 

N early twenty years ago Congress, In 1864, 
in the darkest hours of the Rebellion, in- 
vented and put in operation the most search- 
ing and overshadowing system of taxation 
that was ever invented in any government of 
modern times. The desperate need of money 
necessitated such an extraordinary measure, 
This war-tax was justified at the timeon the 
ground that it was intended merely to cover 
the time needed to wind wp the War, It took 
several years, however, to remove so mucli 
of those taxes as were collected from the 
business of manufacturing, butin time they 
were removed, leaving only the taxes ‘col- 
lected from consumers on all the products of 
manufactitring industry. This: tax was in- 
tended to be doubly protective. It almed to 
protect the home manufacturer from com- 
petition by foreign manufacturers, and it 
was intended that this protection should 
also compensate the protected persons 
for such exachohs as protection demand- 
ed of them. . The tax needed for this 
purpose, it. can readily be understood, 
was excessive, and so frequently duplicated 
as to be difficult to estimate. In 1867 Con- 
gress made an enormous addition to the 
protective tariff on woolen goods, nearly, if 
not fully, prohibiting the importation of 
yarious classes of wools and woolens. 

We give a list of the rates of tax on sonie 
of the articles of prime necessity as they 
were under last year’s importations: 
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quality of the goods the greater the rate per 
cent, These taxes are collected on nearly 
the entire product of tlie American manu- 
facturers, so that the American producers of 
fron, steel, and copper goods, tne. manufact- 
urers of woolen, gotton, and silk goods, are 


able by law to extort from consumers this

cent of the cost of manufactured goods, and 
that the wages paid the American workmen 
do not, in y branches, exceed those paid 
in Eng and jn others do not exceed an 
average of 2 per cent. The American 
workman therefore gets a nominal advance 
in wages on the product of 25 per cent of the 
value of manufactured goods, and pays for 
the manufactured goods he uses 50 per cent 
more than does his foreign competitor. No 
wonder, therefore, that the American work- 
man is, under this system of wages and taxa- 
tion, redacea to the bare nieans of subsist- 
ence in the pldinest form ot living, 

Under the phetext that the avérage tax on 
the necessaries of life was collected for the 
purpose of distribution among the workmen 
in the form of higher wages this enormous 
tax has been collected annuaily for twenty 
years, The wages paid-to the workmen are 
now reduced 25 per cent, but the cust of fiv- 
ing is maintained. .The average wages paid 
during the last year on all elasses of occupa- 
tions has been $346. This is now reduced 
$54, or to @ total of $263 a year or $5 per 
week. While thus remorselesly reducing 
workmen to starvation rates of wages’ these 
same protected and privileged classes threat- 
en the country with ruin if tlie enormous 
tax levied On their behalf is rediiced, and are 
now actually urging a revised tariff which in- 


creases the tax from 15 to 30 per cent. 


More taxes and less wages are the outcome 
of twenty years’ enormous protection. The 


to. reduction of wages strips the workmen of 


the meuns to pay the taxes. An annual com- 
pensation ranging from $240 to $360 a year 
for laborers who pay a tax of 50 percent on 

all the manufactured articles they veed, from 
a straw-hat to an overcoat, from a pair of 
children’s shoes to a pair of woolen blank- 
eta, can hardly be reduced without a corre- 
sponding reduction of taxes. The fraud of 
protection is, however, now acknowledged. 
Protection has no real interest or concern in 
wages—the men and women who are labor- 
ing for a mere existence may live or perish; 
the iron and steel manufacturers, the makers 
of cottou and woolen goods, insist upon their 
protective tax of 50 to 80 percent: The la- 
borer must take care of himself. Protection 
rg designed for manufacturers, and not for 

rkmen.

CHICAGO HURT BY THE TARIFF. 

No part of Tux Trisuyxp’s annual review 
of the business of Chicago will attract more 
attention than that which gives the facts of 
its manufacturing development. People who 
have become accustomed to think of this 
city simply as a greater Odessa or a magnified 
Saginaw must learn that it is growing to be 
a greater Birmingham. Oar totals show that 
the manufacturing product of Chicago is 
fast creeping up to the enormous figares of 
ite business in food. And a study of the de- 
tails of these manufacturing statistics will 
convince any one not fatally biased that the 
tariff is acting as a heavy drag on the realiza- 
tion of our manifest destiny to become the 
largest manufacturing ceatre in the New 
World. 

The valueof the farm produce handled here 
in 1882 was $382,000,000; that of our manufact- 
ures was $311,000,000. But while the trade 
in farm produce gained 4 per cent during the 
year and our wholesale traffic went up from 
$428,000,000 to $435,000,000, or 254 per cent, 
the increasé in manufactures was not quite 
2 per cent. A difference of 1 per cent on 
such large figures means a difference : of 
millions of dollars in the sums themselves. 
Relatively te the other grand departments of 
Chieago’s activity, our manufactures lost 
ground. This should not have oéeurred 
when new population was streaming at an 
unprecedented rate into the territory we 
supply, nor in a year rémarkable even in 
Chicago for the transfer to this point of 


| manufaetures from places less favorably sit- 


uated, 

The cause of this relative Desk wardhese 
was clearly pointed out a few days ago In an 
interview which one of our reporters had 
with the very intelligent French Consul at 
Chicago, M. Bruvaert. Like most. of. the 
members of the French, diplomatic service, 
M. Bruvaert has made a close study of the 
commerce ahd manufactures of the countries 
with which France does business, He has 
just: forwarded to his Government an ex- 
haustive report on the industries of this city. 
In it he states not only that Chicago must be- 
come the first city in the country, but more 
specifically that it will, if the tariff is re- 
duced, become the first manufacturing city 
on the continent. But now the tariff is 
pressing on it with a dead weight. 

Everything our nranufacturers produce is 
made more dear than it otherwise would be 
by the tariff. .Our meat-packers, who are the 
leading manufacturers, have to submit to a 
tax of nearly 50 percent on foreign salt for the 
“ protection’”’ of Saginaw and Syracuse salt. 
makers, All their machinery ws taxed on the 
same principle for the benefit of some other 

anufacturer. The tin they can their beef 
fn is heavily taxed; 80 is the labor they em- 
pley. Thisisoneof the industries that will 
flourish, tariff or no tariff, on account of our 
advantages of position, but the extent of its 
market, especially abroad, depends distinctly 
npon the cheapness of its prices. The tariff 
on salt, machinery, on the rails that do its 
transportation, and on the necessaries of 
life nséd by labor, all cut. into the foreign 
market of our meat-packers. What is true 
of them is stfil more true of other manufact- 
urers who have not their overwhelming ad- 
yantage in a cheap and untaxed raw material. 

Our makers of ¢car-wheels, stoves, of brass 
and copper goods, of agricultural machinery, 
of furniture, of clothing all pay taxes through 
the tariff to Kastern manufacturers, who 
demand Government help to keep them 
going. 

Beside hurting the manufactures that we 
have, the tariff prevents the development of 
new industries here. Ohieago will some.day 
be the seat of a great cotton manufacture. If 
the raw material can be profitably carried 
3,000 miles to Manchester to be made up, 
this city can bring it 500 miles and manufact- 
ure it at a good profit for distribation in our 
vast Northwestern market, and perhaps in 
Asia by the short route across the continent. 
But that day will never come as long aé thie 
burden remains of which the cotton manu- 
facturers in the South are now bitterly com- 
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iron, wood, leather, wool, afd countless 
other articles is to be released from the as- 
sessments it now has to pay to the manu- 
feotnrere of Pennsylvania and New England.

“MOST” TOO MUCH. 


Banting of the Alien Loafer Herr Most. 
° Cleveland Leader. 

Of all the vile*and irrational creatures 
evolved from the slums of European society 
and brought, by unpropitious fate, to our 
shores during the past decade, )lerr John 
Most, the German anarchist, is. perhaps the 
most luathsome.

Next he went to 
Chicago, where he held forth on Tuesday 
and Thursday evenings in harangues that, 
uttered by a person of any character, would 
be a disgrace to our modern civilization. That 
our readers may judge of the utterances of 
this creature,. we publish a  syno 

of his ‘thursday night tirade. He 
had an andience of about 1,000 per- 
sons, which, according to the report, was 


made up mostly of the lower class of Ger * 


manus. His inflammatory utterances were, 
however, received with comparative indif- 
ference and but meagre applause. 

On Tuesday night Mostdwelt upon “ the 
necessity of social revolution in every coun- 
try un the globe,” and in his Thursday night 
speech he told “how this revointion was to 
be accomplished.” He insisted that our 
whole social and political structure should 
be torn down and demolished, and that Gov- 
ernors, priests, capitalists, bankers, and 
monopolists, whoin any way opposed the 
progress of this new. revolution,. stroaid be 
killed; that “all who live Upon the industr 
oft the workman should be put to the knife 
like so many cattle.’”’ To get money to car 
on his#ropesed revolution he told his audi- 
tors they should take the eashi outof banks, 
they should take money and stores of every 
kind without fear or favor, and kill ali who 
protested or refused to Ne the red-landed 
uprising. They shopld barn all Government 
securities use bonds for ecigar-lighters. 
The capitalists he would compel to work in 
te shops and upon the public works, and if 
they refused, string them up. The Christian 
Sabbath he would ‘obliterate, and 
churches he would use for the assemblies of 
his proposed Cominune.

Some Further Pacts in. Bezaré to How 


conwer- 
sation as recorded in my last ‘letter, my le- 


gal friend sald: We will sapposé our crim-. 


inal with his skilled attorneys, having ‘ex- 
hausted all the gamut of delays—the trick of 
torfeiting bail, the false affidavits of the ab- 
sence of a material witness, the attorneys being 
engaged in another court, the alleged preju- 
dice of the Judge and of the people of Cook 
County—the coutinuances by consent of the 
State’s-Attorney (referred to by the last 
grand jury as a great evil), and that he is at 
last calfed upon to face a jury of his peers, 
his crime being Dy this time from one to 
three years old, how is this jury to be -ob- 
tained, and from what class? The law re- 
quires the County Board, in the month of 
September of each year, to make a list of not 
less than one-tenth of the. legal voters of 
each town or distrieh of the county 
with place of residence of each Perens 
from this list, which contains 8,000 names— 
putting the number of voters at 80,000—the 
board must select 200 persons for each term 
of the Circuit and Superior Courts and 100 for 
each term of the Criminal Court, such ver- 
sous to have the qualifications required by 
law—to-wit: an inhabitant of the town or 
precinct, and net exempt by law, over 21 and 
under 60 years of age, a person -of. natural 
faculties and not infirm or decrepit, and free 
trom all legal exceptions, of fair character, 
of approved integrity, of sound judgment, 
well informed, and who understands En- 
glish language. ; 

It is unnecessary to say that since the pas- 
mage of a law in Is74 it has never been 
complied with. The County Board has oc- 
casionally had a few thousand names drawn 
otf by aclerk and patin what is called a “jary- 
box”? in thé County Clerk’s office, they 
seem te think that that is the extent of their 
duty. The members of the board would 
earn their $5 a day if they complied with the 
law, and the taxpayers would not grumbie 
about paying it. The Cireuit and Superior 
Courts have ten terms a yearend the Crim- 
inal Court twelve terms, and it is the duty of 
the board te select from this list of one-tenth 
of the whole voters 2,000 jurors for the Cir- 
cuit Court, 2,000 for the ‘Sdperter, and 1,200 
for the Criminal Court, and they are to come 
pro rate from each town or precinet. 4/J vent- 
ure to me | that a iegal jury-list has never 
been made in this county, ahd I doubt 
whether it ever will be. 

With all the technicalities thrown by law 
around criminal trials, the skilled lawyer can 
make great use of the plea of Hlegality in 
drawing the jury tosecure a reversal for his 
client in ease of convicnon. After the box 
has been “well shaken” the Clerk of the 
court is to draw the names of thirty petsons 
to serve two weeks, He issugs his warrant 
to the Sheriff to summon these thirty persons. 
These names (I speak of what has n the 
rule) will be found to include some who are 
exempt, such as policemen, firemen, lawyers 
practicing, ete.; names of men who can 
scarcely understand a werd of English: 
names of men who voted giving vacant lots 
as. places of residetice, etc. ‘The Sheriff re- 
turns “not found,” as to vacant-lot men, and 
others aie <r or not qualified, and if 
eight out of the thirty are good jurors it will 
be above the average. ‘The Clerk is required 
to keep on drawing from the box and the 
Sheriff to keep on summoning untit thirty 
qualitied persons are secured, Six are se- 
lected from the thirty by lot and excneed, 
thus leaving a panel of twenty-four men, 

The law ts sa cumbersome that it is practi- 
cally impossible to comply with ft. One can 
easily see that a strict compliance with the 
law would keep our courts idle more than 
half the time waiting fot jurors to be proper- 
ly selected. It is trué if the County 
Board would seleet every September 5,200 
persons possessing all ‘the qualifications re- 
quired by [aw the system woald work p 
well: but where a political board. is requi 
to perform a labor of this kind we know by 
sad experience it will not be done, unless 
under the fear of an indictment for malféa- 
sance in office, and were is no danger of 
us they select the members of the gr 
jury. 

We will suppose now’ that a jury has been 
obtained ftom these 8,000 or 10,000 names and 
the trial proceeds. We wiil not stop te con- 
sider too many absurdifies of the law in re- 
gard to admission of evidence, the keeping 
of the jury like prisonets, ejc. The evidence 
being all in, the learned counsel rises and 
comimetices bis address to the jury. He 
says, among other thiftgs: “Gentiemen of 
the jury, the Legislature in its wisdom and 
in its great regard for the sacred rights of a 
prisoner charged with crime has enacted 
the law which 1 now read to yoy:

and merchants—shall be the judges of both 
law and fact ?”’ 

¥Gentiemen, you will rise from your

If, in passing upon these propusitions, 
he makes a mistake, as not unfrequéntly 
happens, he must either grant a new trial 
or the Supreme Court. reverses him, 
In a Yecent case, that of Madeline Starla, tne 
instructions asked were eighty-cight in nuum- 
ber, and were so lengthy that the Judge, .in 
his enfeebled condi caused largely by 
the protracted trial, could not read them to 
the jury, but had to call upon another Judge 
to do 80. 

Why could not the Judge have been per- 
mitted to charge the jury as to the law in 
connection with the evidence? This has 
been the practice of the English cuurts and 
of the common: law courts from time im- 
memorial. Give the prisoner the right to 
except to the charge, or any of it; but, 
if the law of the case is to found inm_ tae 
charge taken as a whole, there should be no 
error, My belief is, that the prisoner's 
chances would ‘be better than with these 
legal conundrums, whieh even a jearned 
Judge can ouly guess at.

- Lhe British visitor in Atmerica is a 
little surprised at being called “ Sir” inepri- 
vate life—at ail events, at being called so a 
great deal oftener than he ever is on his own 
island, ‘The word perhaps gratesa on 
his ears. But he only has to turn to hisown 
Baswell to see that America has in this small 
matter shnply kept on a usage which En- 
gland has drop . ++ In America it is 
distinetly harder than it is in England to get
